National Marine Fish- 
eries Service briefed members of Congress 
on the plan and later unveiled the agency's 
five-year “biological opinion’’ on the status 
of the endangered sockeye salmon and 
threatened Chinook salmon in the Snake 
and Columbia River basins.

If the targets for the faster water flows 
arc met, the agency is projecting an in- 
crease in the fish population, the officials 
said. 

Faster flows will help push juvenile 
salmon to the ocean before their gills 
change from accepting fresh water to salt 
water — a problem for the fish since con- 
struction of the dams slowed the flows.

MercMSiim^ find delinquent 
renters tough to prosecute now

TWIN FALLS - Ever wondered what 
would happen if you rented a vidcocos- 
sette recorder and did not return it? 

How about if you drove away in a rent- 
ed cor and never come back? 

The answer may be nothing, at least in 
Twin Falls County, where the prosecut- 
ing attorney bos said that bis office will 


no longer accept grand theft coses involv- 
ing rented or leased merchandise. 

“Only cases where proof of actual 
criminal intent is obtained will be pur- 
sued,’’ says a Feb. 4 memo from County 
Prosecuting Attorney G. Richard Bevan 
to the Twin Falls Police D^artment. 

“Those parties seeking prosecution will 
therefore be expected to seek relief in a 
civil forum,” Bevan slated. 

Budget cutbacks have forced the prose- 


cuting aifomey’s office to decline most of 
these cases, Bevan said Wednesday. 

“Wc’vc got such a caseload that we've 
got to cut back," he said. 

Besides, crimes involving theft of rent- 
ed or leased merchandise “ore almost im- 
possible to prove criminally,” he said. 

“They say I can’t prove intent when 
you walk into the store,” said Jeff Grigg, 
owner of Video West.

‘Posse Gomitatus’

S30 million of power they don’t get 
to sell/ That's, a lot. but it’s not a 
whole loL It's not nearly as bad os it 
could be." the official said. 

Sen. Larry Craig. R-Idaho, said 
the loss of power revenues-will like- 
ly bq much higher. He forecast a 
loss of at least $75 million, but 
added that the real figure could be 
even higher. ' 

Such a loss would still be below 
the amount needed to trigger a rate 
hike, Craig said, "and I think they 
(the Bonneville Power Administra- 
tion) will be able to manage their 
way out ofiL” 

Craig was less optimistic about 
the Bureau of Reclamation’s ability 
to raise-enough money to buy on ad- 
ditional 500,000 acre feet of water 
in Idaho. 

Craig was also critical of the Fish- 
eries Service's plan because it fo- 
cused almost cxclusivclj; on water - 
and did not shed much light on fish, 
hatcheries and what he described as 
a "taking" of Idaho’s water. 

"There are some gaping holes iq 
this'proposal,” Craig said in a tele- 
phone conference call with Idaho re-, 
porters.

1.5 million acre feet of water flows,

official said. Craig said the plan 
would hit hardest at Dworshak 
Reservoir, which be feared could be 
lost for surruner recreation.

NMFS's opinion indicates it

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
nation's largest mailers urged a 
10 percent rise in postal rales 
Wednesday, saying higher rates 
arc inevitable and they can accept 
an incrca.se of that size if the pain 
is shared equally. 

The across-the-board increase 
of 10.3 percent suggested by a 
coalition of usually competing 
groups would translate into a 32- 
cent first-class stamp. That rate 
was raised from 25 to 29 cents in 
1991. 

.The board of governors of the 
U.S. Postal Service is expected to 
begin the long and complex 
process of raising rates late this 
month or early in March, so high- 
er rates could lake effect by early 


1995. Suggested first-class stamp 
prices have ranged from 31 cents 
to 35 cents. 

The Postal Service “should get 
some credit for stretching the 
interval between rate increases to 
four years," said Art Sackicr of 
the Mailers Council. ■ 

Postal officials had no immedi- 
ate reaction to the mailers’ pro- 
posal. However. Postmaster 
General Marvin Runyon has said 
a 10.3 percent rale hike is one of 
the possibilities being considered. 

.The coalition of groups ranging 
from advertising mailers to maga- 
zine publishers to banking groups 
and greeting-card manufacturers 
has agreed that each could live 
with an increase that size.

Great takes turn into ice fields 


TRAVERSE CITY, Mich. (AP) 
— Great Lakes? 

Try Great Icc Fields. 

Pans of the five freshwater inland 
seas commonly freeze over in the 
dead of winter.- But not since the late 
1970s has ice been ns widespread or 
thick as it is this winter. 

“For the last 10 years or so wc'vc 
had some pretty wimpy winters,’’ 
said Petty Officer Bob Morchcad, a 
Coast Guard spokesman in 
Cleveland. “Looks like we’re mak- 
ing up for it." 

Temperatures hovered around 
zero across the region Wednesday. 
The Lake Superior port of Duluth. 
Minn., reported a low of 20 below. 

Coast Guard icebreaking crews 
. have freed 82 vessels icebound on 
Great Lakes waterways, more than 
in the past three years combined, 
spokesman David Sprunt said 
Wednesday. 


And there's still half a winter to 
go. ■ 

Ice covered roughly 95 percent of 
Lake Superior and more than 90 
percent of Lake Huron this week, 
according to the National Ice 
Center, which is run by the Navy, 
the Coa.st Guard and the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration. 

Tliat's not unusual fbr Huron. But 
Superior, with its wave-churned 
va.stncss and' depths reaching 1,335 
feet, seldom has more than two- 
thirds' of its surface frozen, said 
oceanograpljer Raymond Assel of 
the NOAA Great Lakes 
Environmental Re.scarch Laboratory 
in Ann Arbor. 

Lake Michigan was ringed by ice 
covering 60 percent to 70 percent of 
its surface, while about Lake 
Ontario’s cover ranged from 20 per- 
cent to 50 percent. 


The surface of Lake Eric, the 
shallowest with an average depth of 
62 feet, hits been almost totally cov- 
ered since mid-January. 

The last lime so much of the 
lakes’ surfaces were frozen was in 
1978. antithcr miserably cold year. 

"That year, we hud all the lakes 
virtually iced over.’’ said Daron 
Boyce, a National Weather Service 
forecaster in Cleveland. “That’s a 
very rare case.’’ 

I'hickncss varies widely, from a 
thin sheet to many feel. 

Most ctimmcfcial shipping on the 
lakes routinely stops from late 
January until March 25. when the 
Soo Locks reopen between lakes 
Superior and Huron. Some ships, 
including fuel tankers, operate 
llirough the winter. 

"If this continues, we're definitely 
going Uv.nced help from the Coast 
Guard icebreakers." said Glen

NEW YORK (AP) — Scientists 
stifled the growth of a tumor in mice 
by blocking its attempts to get a

The work identified a molecular 
switch within blood vessels that the 
tumor tried to turn on. T^c switch 
normally would stimulate formation 
of new blood vessels to supply the 
tumor. 

So drugs designed to keep that 
switch turned off may be useful one 
day for treating cancers that form 
solid tumors, like those of the lung 


and breast, said study co-author 
Axel Ullrich. 

Such a strategy prevented up to 
96 percent of tumor growth when 
treatment began just as experimental 
tumors were implanted in mice, 
Ullrich and co-aulliors report in 
Thursday’s issue of the journal 
Nature.

Talks set 
terms for 


security 


CAIRO, Egypt (AP) — PLO lead- 
er Yasser Arafat and Israeli Foreign 
Minister Shimon Peres Wednesday 
initialed an agreement on the securi- 
ty issues that have blocked imple- 
mentation of their peace accord. 

At a ceremony ananged by Egyp- 
tian President Kosni Mubarak at the 
end of three days of talks, the two 
signed a 21-page document that 
Mubarak said eliminates “several 
obstacles and paves the way” for an 
overall agreement. 

The overall agreement is to be ne- 
gotiated later between Arafat and 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin, he 
said. 

Haggling between Israel and Ih; 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
over security is.sues ho.s held up Is- 
rael's withdrawal front the occupied 
Gaza Strip and West Bank town of 
Jericho. ' ' 

Those issues included control of 
(he crossing.s from the autonomous 
Palestinian areas to Egypt and Jor- 
dan, security for Jewish settlers who 
remain in Gaza and the size of the 
Jericho area to be ceded by Israel. 

Peres said he and Arafat had set- 
tled "five or six of the most compli- 
ciitcd issues,” but added, "We didn’t 
complete our work.” 

Among the Lssucs still to be decid- 
ed between Arafat and Rabin was 
the size of the Jericho area to be 
ceded to Palestinian control, Peres 
said. 

Still, Arafat said the new pact was 
"a very important step to implement 
the agreement from paper to thc 
ground. 

"Wc can say that Palestine — and 
the name of Palestine — has re- 
turned to the map of the Middle 
E;ist.” he added. 

As Peres and Arafat were speak- 
ing. members of the World Jewish 
Congress in Washington got word of 
the agreement from President Clin- 
ton. 

"Another big milestone has been 
achieved today,” Clinton said. 

Egyptian Foreign Minister Amr 
Moussa had worked late into -the 
night to smooth over last-minute dis- 
piiies between Peres and Ar afat, 
amid reports Peres was seeking ap- 
proval from Rabin. 

The negotiations since Monday 
have included at least seven sessions 
between Arafat and Peres. Neither 
has given details on the talks. 

The Israeli withdrawal will clear 
the way for limited Palestinian self- 
rule in the territories. It was to have 
begun Dec. 13 according to the 
PLO-IsracI peace accord signed in 
Washington in September. 

U.S. troops 
in Colombia 
ruled illegal 

BOGOTA, Colombia (AP) — 
U.S. soldiers are in Colombia ille- 
gally, a government council de- 
clared, mling on the American pres- 
ence that has raised opposition 
across the country. 

About 230 U.S. troops are in 
Colombia at President Cesar 
Guviria's invitation. 

The presidential paloce said the 
council's ruling late Tuesday posed 
“a setback for technical military co- 
operation between Colombia and 
other countries, especially in the 
fight against drug cartels.'' 

The Council of Stale is Colom- 
bia’s highest authority on govern- 
ment administration but has no pow- 
er to enforce its decisions. Its ruling 
will be sent to the attomey general 
. and a congressional commission.. 

. What action they might take 
wasn’t immediately clear, 'but it 
could include an order to remove the 
troops. 

U.S. Embassy spokesman Bob 
Dance said the embassy had no im- 
mediate comment. 

About 130 American soldiers, 
mostly combat engineers from Fort 
Rucker, Ala., arc on what has been 
called a humanitarian mission in 
Juanchaco, on Colombia’s Pacific 
coast. 

The mission to build a school and 
clinic and improve a road has drawn 
suspicion because drug traffickers 
and guerrillas operate in that region: 

- Just 75 miles east of Juanchaco is 
Cali, the home of. the world’s largest 
cocaine trafficking cartel. 

About 100 other American sol- 
diers are in other regions of.Colom; 
bia building a military base, main- 
taining a U.S.-built ra^ system and 
(raining Colombian soldiers, the De- ' 
fense Ministry said last month.

As Minidoka and Blaine Counties 
shut down their landfills, .some nf 
their trash would be taken to the 
Jerome landfill, commission Chair- 
man Jerry Ridley said. 

•'ll will be income to us and re- 
duce their problem of getting rid, of 
their wastes," he said.

"Tliis is an inevitable step for Ida- 
ho.

Andrus firsl announced the plan in 
hi.s stale of Ihc slate address' last 
month. The legislation was drafted 


by Keith Higginson. director of the 
Department of Water Resources and 
former commi.ssioncr of Ihc U.S. Bu- 
reau of Reclamation; and Joe Nagel, 
administraior of the Division of Envi- 
ronmental Quality, which currently is 
. part of the Department of Healih and 
Welfare. 

But while Ihc Democratic governor 
said he expects “substaniial support" 
for Ihc merger propo.sal in ihc Repub- 
lican-dominated Legislature, he has 
ycl to find legislators to carry the bjll.. 
He also said he will not be able lo 
sell it as a measure lhal will save 
state lax dollars, "But common sense 
tells me lhal il will,” 

Higginson would become director 
of Ihe new department on July I if 
the bill passes. The existing Water 
Resource Board would become the 
policy- and rule-making body, and all 


existing operations and staff of both 
agencies, as well as the INEL Over- 
sight Program, would be transferred 
, to the new agency. 

Higginson said any potential .sav- 
ings from consolidation of adminis- 
trative functions, personnel or office 
space throughout 'Idaho probably 
would become apparent In Ihe budget 
request the new department submits 
next year. 

But he and Nagel agreed that the 
mcrgcf' s primary benefit would be in 
‘the state’s ability to proviuc a cooroi- 
naicd response on environmental is- 
sues. 

"I'm excited about it." Nagel said. 
"I think it’s overdue, and I think it's 
also historic." 

He predicted similar steps would 
be taken by other Western states in 
coming years. '

TWIN FALLS - The local health; 
district will eventually move to larger 
offices here and in QuOey to handle a 
huge increase in women and children 
Qualifying for federal nutrition educa- 
tion and food assistance, a health dis- 
trict official says. 

The number of women and children 
qualifying for the Women Infant and 
Giildren Nutrition Education Program 
will double in the next two years as a 
rcstlll .of President Clinton’s plans for 
eirpanded support of preventive health- 
measures, district health Director 
Oeryl Jffltunen said. 

The program dcacascs the wst of 
future medical bills for its recipients. 
Juniuncn said. 

To handle the increase. South 
Central District Health Department, 
which administers the WIC program, 
will move its Twin Falls and Burley 
offices into larger buildings. Juntunen 
said. 

Cassia County and Twin Falls coun- 
ty commissioners have agreed to spon- 
sor community block grants in their 
respective counties for both moves. 
Juniuncn said. 

In Twin Falls, the health district is 
considering whether it would be more 
cost effective to construct a new build- 


ing or remodel an existing one, she 
said. The cost would range anywhere v 
from $1.2 million to $1.8 million. 

The block ^nt would cover up to 
$500,000, and the district would rat.se 
the remainder by borrowing money 
from the Idaho Health Facilities 
Authority. Junlune^id. 

The mopey would be repaid through 
client fces'land stale or county cohtmet 
revenue arm donations, she said. 

The new structure would likely 
house under one roof all of its Twin 
Falls offices, now in four different 
buildings near the Twin Falls City 
^Library. Juniuncn said. 

The four offices arc already, too 
small, and the expansion of the WIC 
program will make it impossible to 
accommodate all thohealth district’s 
clients, she said. 

Cassia County commi-ssioners will- 
lease space to the health district for a 
nominal fee at the Cassia County 
Memorial Hospital once the new hos- 
pital is completed, she said. 

The community block grant would 
help pay for remodeling the 11, 000 
square feet of space at the hospital and 
for technical ImprovcmenLs. Juntunen 
said. '

Erin Comara, Smith's daughter, 


said that scandal in particular 
shocked her father and contributed to 
his distaste for politics. From 1955- 
57, several Idaho men were impris- 
oned for committing homosexual acts 
in what has been called a gay witch- 
hunt. 

"He assigned that whole thing to 
one ofiils assistants. He knew people 
involved." Camara said. ’j 

Smith led politics at the end of his 
term to return to private practice, she . 
said, because he despised the "dis- 
honesty and the behind-the-scenes 
stuff." 

Few knew the attorney had pas- 
sions other than work.' A -singing - 
waiter during his college days, Smith 
liked to croon along with Frank 
Sinatra and taught his grandchildren 
how to dance the soft shuei .

Blackfoot residents boil water again

‘ * Drews said the coliform showed, up initially in water samples taken 
on the city’s east side Feb. 1. Sampling will continue until three con- 
se^iive samples lest clear. 

Residents boiled water or purchased bottled water last October after 
routine sampling found coliform at two homes. The order was lifted 
after about a week.

Andrus was unworried by the 
threats, knowing that 12 Senate 
Democrats remained firmly behind 
him and were certain to sustain the 
veto when the override attempt is 
made on Thursday.' 

And with both sides seemingly 
having dug their heels, what once 
. appeared as an opportunity for a 
negotiated resolution of the running 
political battle may have vanished. 

The governor has refused' to 
approve the cash for state takeover 
of the Catasiro|»hic Health Care 
Fund as long as it Is not accompa- 




nied by the money to extend 
Medicaid' benefits to the working 
poor. 

The latter facet of the plan is 
opposed by the GOP. despite the 
bargain it made with the governor 
linking the programs three years 
ago; 

But Republicans, while pressing 
the case for stale takeover of the 
fund, have refused smaller amounts 
of cash for the so-called Medically 
Needy program for fear its annual 
cast will skyrocket. 

“Politics is holding the properly 
taxpayers of this stale hostage." 
Dear Lake County Commissioner 
Ron Law said. "The slate's failure 
to fund the catastrophic program 
will-ncccssilatc an increase in prop- 
erty taxes statewide." 


Andrus rejected an effort to blame 
his administration for the stalemate 
and shrugged off GOP claims that 
he ignored ihc'ir offer late last week 
of a compromise. Tlic governor said 
,hc knew nothing about a seltlcmcnl 
from Republican legislative leaders 
before his veto on Monday. 

lie said the counties would be bel- 
ter off if the 1991 agreement was 
carried out and both programs 
financed. Each contributes to reduc- 
ing the financial responsibility of 
counties for indigent health care, 
Andrus said. 

As for a suit, Andrus said: "I 
would say to the judge., 'Why don't 
wc just do what we agreed to do a 
couple of years ago and this thing 
would be easily resolved. 

"If you're thinking I'm going to 
change my mind, no way,” the gov- 
ernor declared. "Wc have an agree- 
ment. I'm keeping my part of the 
bargain. I expect them to keep their 
part of the bargain." ' 

Current Republican legislative 
leaders have repeatedly maintained 
that no commitments were ever 


made in 1991, although some of 
those involved in the deal at the 
time have conceded an agreement 
was struck. i ■ 

Andrus vetoed the moncy^or the 
fund iasl year because no money 
was included for the Medically 
Needy Program. Without that, state 
aid the so-called Cat Fund went 
broke last fall. It needs $4.5 million 
to bail it out this year — more than 
hjjf of that covering bills run up in 
Ada County. And another $6.7 mil- 
lion is needed for the coming budget 
year. 

The fund pays the medical bills of 
poor people who have no other 
resources after the initial $10,000. 
which.ls still covered by individual 
counties. 

Tl)c Medically Needy program, a.s 
scaled back by Andrus, would pick 
up the costs of health care for peo- 
ple not poor enough to qualify for 
Medicaid but only after the fami- 
lies spend a set amount of their 
income on the bills first.

10 days unless Serbs removed Ihcir 
artillery from the hills around the 
Bosnian capital.' 

. There were no sigttniures on the 
Serb agreement, or on an accord on a 
ccasc-lfirc beginning today at noon. 
Bosnia’s Muslim-led govemmcnl said 
Bosnian Serbs had five days to com- 
ply. 

It appeared the Serbs might be 
stalling for time to wail for world out- 
rage over a weekend massacre of 
civilians at a Sarajevo market to sub- 
side. 

Saturday’s mortar attack, which 
killed 68 people and wounded 142, 
prompted NATO to consider ait 
strikes to slop the relentless shelling 
of Sarajevo by Bosnian Serb gunners. 

Dozens of cease-fires have' col- 
lapsed in the past 22 months of fight- 
ing. Bui the new U.N. commands for 
Bosnia, Gen. Sir Michael Rose, said 
this one was different because the 
Serbs were under greater international

. draw weaponry.

Qut a sure spot in his trademark dis- 
tance events, in-line skating champi- 
on KC Bouticltc might get his only 
Olympic speedskating action *as a 
stand-in for sprinter Dan Jansen. 

Boutielle, who crashed the speed* 
skating scene lost month by winning 
both 5,000-meter races and the 
10,000 meters at the U.S. Olympic 
trials, will lake Jansen's place in the 
1,500 if Jansen skips, that event as 
expected.

Fatal crash weighs on skiers’ minds

LILLEHAMMER. Norway (AP) — 
The risk is always there for downhill 
racers. The idea is to keep the ma^in 
for error razor thin aitd hope the piper 
doesn't demanti payment this time. 

The worst can happen. 
Downhillcrs were reminded of that 
two weclcs ugo when Ulrike Maicr. 
one of Ihc best women ski racers in 
the world, ran oul of luck at 
Garmisch-Partcmkircben. Germany. 

‘T think the most Iraumalic thing 
for me," said AJ Kitt, the United 
Stales’ most decorated active down- 
hiller, "was that they were going to 
ask us to ski on that course four days 
after she died." 

Maicr was traveling about 70 mph 
when her right ski waffled a lad in 
some loose snow — enough to cata- 
pult her off the course. Shei tumbled 


head first into a post set to hold un 
electronic liming device and was 
declared dead three hours later. 

“I know for myself, hud I had to 
go up there and inspect the course 
and look at the section where her 
accident look place, it would have 
been very difficult," Kilt said. 

“I’m very glad wc didn’t race. It 
would have iKcn lough to be going 
80 miles an hour through that sec- 
lion — it’s the fastest section of the 
course — and not think about whul 
happened." 

Racers .ire accustomed to answer- 
ing questions about safety, but it's 
nol something they dwelt un. Speed 
carries risk, and thinking about what 
might happen can make it even more 
treacherous. 

“I think in downhill, safely is 


always a concern." Kill said. "How 
well you prepare for it dictates 
whether it's a problem or mil. 

"In the past, we've had courses 
where there have been problems, 
and especially rcccnily you've seen 
Ihc courses in much belter shape. 

"A good example is the men’s 
downhill in Wengen. Three years 
ago a kid was killed there. Tliis year 
wc had three guys jump into the net 
in the exact .same spot. Two of them 
skied to the finish and the other one 
walked in with a broken ski. I think 
that's a really good example of how 
safely has gollen bolter on the World 
Cup circuit,” 

Bui the death of Austria's Gernot 
Rcinsiadlcr cast a pall over ihc 1991 
World Alpine Ski Championships, 
which started the following week. 


And Maicr's death dominates as 
athletes prepare for the Winter 
Olympics'io open S:iturday.

"1 don'l think this course has any 
particular parts that arc going to be 
extremely dangerous."

Maicr was killed was not because of 
a tree or any natural obstacle. It was 
man-made, a liming post. It could 
probably have been prevented had 
somebody thought about it. but

The barrel is the heart of the ri- 
fle. The shooter and the hunter 
who wishes to keep groups as tight 
as possible has to develop a barrel 
maintenance strategy'. 

This has been made difficult by 
the countless articles which have 
been written about barrel cleaning 
' techniques, many with conflicting 
advice and procedures. 

In an attempt to clear up the con- 
fusion for the sake of my own ri- 
fles, I did what all wise people do 
when faced with difficult questions 
- look at what the experts do.

The experts I chose to research . 
were the competitive, berlchrcst 
shooters who measure five shot 
groups in hundredths of an inch. 
Reading through several issues of 
"Precision Shooting" magazine, 1 
garnered some sound and surpris- 
ingly simple advice for barrel 
cleaning. 

The consensus for cleaning the 
bore of a ccntcrfirc rifle, using 
non-corrosivc primers, smokeless 
powder, and copper jacketed bul- 
lets, was the following procedure: 

First, wet a propcrly-matcd flan- 
nel patch with Shooter’s Choice 
and push it through the barrel using 
a spear-pointed jag. The flannel 
patch should be high-quality, soft, 
clean cotton. 

The use of a rod guide is recom- 
mended to prevent the rod pound- 
ing and possible bore damage. 

A patch fit which offers only 
mild resistance will also help to 
limit rod pounding. 

Second, using a solvent-soaked 
bronze brush, scrub the barrel back 
and forth. A suggested rule of I 
thumb was one complete stroke for | 
each round fired since the last ! 
cleaning. 

Remember, these guys clean 
their barrels every 10 to 15 rounds. 

I doubt they would recommend 50 
strokes at the end of a 50-round 
hunting trip. 

Third, push a dry brush through 
the bore to clean out, the fouling- 
and dirty solvent. Follow with an- 
other clean soivcnt-soakcd patch 
and let the solvent work for about 
Ujminutcs. 

fourth, again remove the dirty 
solvent with a with a solvent wet 
patch followed by a dry patch. 

The bcnchrcst shooters seem to 
be moving away from ammonia, 
based cleaners such as ‘•Sweets,” 
and mild abrasives like “JB Com- 
pound;” 

The ammonia is known to etch 
metal. 

The etched metal then collects 
copper making future denning 
more difficult, actually necessitat- 
ing the continued use of the ammo- 
nia cleaners to remove the fouling 
from the etchings. If a barrel has 
been broken in on ammonia sol- 
vents you are probably committed 
to that process for the life of the 
barrel. 

I have used strong ommonia sol- 
vents for heavy fouling In'iny 220 
Swift, ond by doing so I now be- 
lieve 1 havi^ increased the copper 
fouling problem. 

Another side.cffect of ammonia _ 
solvents Is that they leave the bar- 

, . rel. very .“dry.” , 

When a dry copper bullet is fired 
in 0 dry barrel the result is in- 
creased copper fouling. 

These accuracy gurus actually 
apply a high-grade lubricant to the 
clconed barrel. . 

A dry patch should be passed 
through the bore before firing to 
remove any excess. 

Abrasives should be used to 
dean up problem barrels but regu- 
lar use. is not recommended since 
'scratching and wear ore possible 
consequences. 

For breaking in a new barrel the 
experts lean toward the petrochern- 
ical bore cleaners with Shooter’s 
Choice getting the libn’s share of 
the work. 

The bottom line from the 
bcnchrcst fraternity is dean well 
and dean often. 

• No concern is expressed about 
wearing a barrel out with excessive 
cleaning, but a dirty or poorly 
cleaned bore will open up your 
groups.

RIGGINS — Kevin Hendrix 
was fishing a deep hole in the 
Hells Canyon stretch of the Snake 
River on a June evening in 1993. 

A single, distinct tap was tele- 
graphed through the SO-pound tc.st 
liiic. He carefully lifted' the 13- 
fool fishing rod u little. It pumped 
down fast and hard and immedi-- 
ately Hendrix knew he was lied to 
something big. 

In panic, the Enormous fish 
rocketed straight up. Writhing in 
the air for a split sccond.^il 
lurched, lipped over and sma.sncd 
back into the river. 

Three times over the next half 
hout, the fish repeated the display 
— once a scam five yards from a 
boatload of awed tourists. 

When the angler finally towed 
his prize into the shallow.s. he laid 
his fishing rod along the bony- 
plated back. 

The statistics came out nine and 
a half feet and 350 pounds. Its cs- 
limed age was placed at 50-plus 
years.

Fish and Game clarifies game farm rules 


BOISE — The Idaho Fish and 
Game Commission approved 
changes to regulations which clarify 
the rules for owners of game farms 
and dealers in wildlife species or 
parts. 

Among the new or changed rules, 
which regulate the capture of 
wildlife, is a new section prohibiting 
taking live wildlife from slate or na- 
tional parks or monuments. 

Another prohibits capturing or 
keeping more than four reptiles or 
amphibians, According to the Fish 
and Came Department, the intent 
is not U) “slop a child from bring- 
. ing home u fiog,” but to control 
what has become a widespread 


commerical traffic in wildlife. 

’The new rules also address ."horn 
hunting” or the practice of picking up 
and selling horns or antlers of 
wildlife. Under the new rules, anyone 
who finds the horns of a bighorn 
sheep which has died of natural caus- 
es may keep them. Sale, trade or 
transfer to another person is illegal 
without a permit from the depart- 
ment. 

Within 30 days of finding the 
boms, they must be brought to a Fish 
and Game regional office for mark- 
ing with a metal identification pin. 

Antlers and horns of deer, elk, 
moose,, pronghorn antelope and 
mountain goal and elk teeth of ani- 


mals which have died of natural 
causes may be possessed, bartered, 
traded, purchased or sold year-round 
in most game units. 

In management units 60, 60A. 66. 
67 and 69, picking up antlers and 
possessing them in the field is al- 
lowed only from May 1 through Dee. 
31. The exception applies only to 
antlers of deer, elk and moose and 
docs not restrict sale or barter. 

The restrictions on horil hunting 
were enacted to help prevent illegal 
killing of animals to sell their parts 
and to restrict people from harassing 
wildlife on winter range, a practice 
sometimes used to get them to drop 
their antlers prematurely.

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Bluebirds may be making a comeback 


ATLANTA (AP) — The North 
American bluebird may be making u 
comeback. 

"We have evidence, no proof, in 
the last eight or 10 years or so, 
there's been a reversal in trend and 
the population. We like to think in 
part due to the effort of our North 
American Bluebird Society,” said 
L^rry Zcleny of Hyallsvilic, Md.. a 
co-founder of thc socicly and author 
of the book "The Bluebird, How You 
Can Help Us Fight For Survival.” ' 

The three species of bluebird range 
over nearly the entire continent. 

The Eastern is the most wide-rang- 
ing and prettiest. 

The male has a bright blue back 
and reddish, breast. It lives from the 
Rockies to the Atlantic, The Western 
has brownish feathers scattered on its 
back. It lives from the Rockies to the 
•Pacific. The mountain bluebird, 
which is blue with a white belly, 
ranges north to Alaska. 

Bluebirds moke neat, cup-shaped 
nests usually of fine grasses. The 
pale, sky-blue eggs arc laid one a day 
for about five days. 

The primary problem has been 
finding a place to nest. 


Bluebirds are cavity nesicrs, using 
old woodpecker holes or rotted fence 
posts. That type of habitat is disap- 
pearing, particularly in the &ist. . 

Those lactors and two immigrants 
from Europe, the starling and the 
house sparrow, have hit the Eastern 
bluebird hard. 

"The house sparrow, brought in 
here from Europe about 100 years 
ago, has overrun the country.” ^Icny 
said, "They like the same kind of 
habitat, especially the Same nesting 
setup, as the bluebirds and they’re 
much more aggressive than the blue- 
birds and will drive the bluebirds 
out.” 

Homeowners and bird lovers con 
help the bluebird in two ways; 

• Provide nesting boxes. 

• plant trees and shrubs that pro- 
vide winter food. 

"You’ve got to protect the nesting 
boxes against the house sparrow,” 
Zeleny said. "I have 60 nesting boxes 
in a bluebird trail on the grounds of 
the agriculturol research center at 
Bcitsvillc. “If 1 didn’t monitor those 
boxes regularly during the nesting 
season, I would have a house sparrow 
trail." 


Monitoring means watching the 
houses to sec if sparrows ate using 
them. If Ihcy arc. clean out the nest. 
After several nests arc destroyed, the 
sparrows usually will leave, 2^Icny 
said. 

One of the longest bluebird trails is 
being finished by Mississippi’s Della 
Wildlife Foundation, with 800 boxes 
along 250 miles of the Mississippi 
from Vicksburg. Miss., to Memphis, 
Tenn. The foundation started the pro- 
ject last year and within months, 
bluebirds were using the boxes. 

Nesting boxes, or birdhouses, arc 
simple to build. TIic basic require- 
ments arc a floor 4 inches square 
with an entrance hole IfS inches in 
diameter 5 or 6 inches above the 
floor. Make sure the lop of back of 
floor can be removed to clean out un- 
wanted or old nests. 

Pul them up in rural areas, on trees 
or posts 5 to 6 feet above the ground. 
Bluebirds don't like cities. 

Plant trees and shrubs which hold 
their berries In the winter, such as 
holly, dogwood or pyrncaniha,''lo 
help them survive when' their mam ^ 
•food — insects — arc not available. '

Those are the battle lines being 
drawn os Congress prepares to debate 
rcauthorization of the Endangered 
Species Act. The debate will be fueled 
by memory of the spotted owl issue in 
the Pacific Northwest. The endangered 
owl became the focal point of a bitter 
debate that pitted environmentalists 
against'loggers and gained national 
media attention. 

That issue alone may be one reason 
that rcauthorization of the Endangered 
Species Act likely will not emerge 
from hearings before the end of this 
congressional se.ssion and may be pul 
on hold until next year. 

Virtually everyone close to endan- 
gered species issues believes this rcau- 
Ihorization will be more heated ^n(T

controversial than those of the past. 
Meanwhile, the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service, environmentalists and those 
who oppose the act arc laying ground- 
work for the debate that looms on the 
horizon. 

A spokesman for Sen. Paul 
Wellstonc's office said the act's rcau- 
thorizalion will be heard in congres- 
sional committees as early as this 
spring, but that the act probably would 
not emerge from hearings before the 
end of this session. 

Feelings run strong on the issue here 
in the North Country, where species 
listed under the act include the bald 
eagle and the gray wolf — two "charis- 
matic species" that receive more than 
their share of attention, according to 
Duluth environmentalist Jan Green. 

The act also covers more, obscure 
species of Minnesota animals atid 


plants such 'as the piping plover, the 
western prairie fringetd oremd, prairie 
bush clover and the Minnesota dwarf 
trout lily. 

But it's the high-profile specks such 
os the wolf and eagle that will always 
draw the strongest response from 
North'Couiitry residents — and have in 
the recent dispute over srtov/mobilc use 
i n Voyagei lrs National Park near 
International Falls and Crane Lake. 

“As far as the Endangered Species 
Act goes, it's been used wrongly in the 
past, to lock out people and not neces- 
sarily to protect the animal," said By’s 
Dea Whitten, a spokeswoman* for 
Con.servalionists With Common Sense, 
a member of the national Blue Ribbon 
Coalition. The coalition represents 
recreationisis, Whitten said, who 
believe public land Ls meant to be used 
by people. 

"In Voyageurs National Park, the 
Fish and Wildlife Service wants no 
snowmobiling bccau.se of the wolf and 
eagle," Whitten said. “And right in 
front of me 1 have a picture of a wolf 
running down a snowmobile track. We 
who live up here in timber wolf and 
bald eagle land know they're not afraid 
of inhabilated places, snowmobile 
tracks. They're not afraid of hoitscs." 

The issue is equally volatile in 
Western states, where it spills over 


onto private lands! But environmental- 
ists say groups such as the Blue 
RiMmn Coalition are unfairly critical 
of the Endangered Species Act. 

"The issue of private properly rights 
is cloilding the issue of endangered 
species," ^d Duluth environmentalist 
Green. "There's very little substance to 
the criticism of the ^dangered Species 
Act’s taking of private property. And 
no property has been taken for endan- 
ger^ species without compcasalion." 

That debate will continue to sim- 
mer as attorneys and activists bolster 
their cases for the congressional 
hearings. Some environmentalists 
and Fish and Wildlife Service offi- 
cials believe supporters of the act 
will be happy to let it, languish in 
hearings this year and let the public 
pul the memory of the spotted owl 
controversy further behind. 

"The convcntioi^ wisdom is you let 
these hot-button issue: cool off. You 
distance yourself from them." Green 
said. 

Meanwhile, It isn’t as if work under 
the act will come grinding to a halt. 
The act will continue to be furrded by 
about S6S million a year in congres- 
sional appropriations. About S40 mil- 
lion of that is through the Fish and 
Wildlife Service, while the balance is 
handled by other federal agcncic.s, part

The bald eagle is listed as endan- 


gered — the most critical cla.ssificalion 
— in 43 -of the Lower 48 states. It's 
listed in the less critical "threatened" 
category in Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Washington and Oregon. 

In October, the arctic peregrine 
falcon, many of which pass 
through Duluth on their migration 
south from the tundra, wa,s pro- 
posed to be removed entirely from 
the list of endangered species, 
Parham -said. 

• Only four species have been 
removed previously from the list 
because of recovery — three birds 
from the island of Palau, a U.S. territo- 
ry: and a plant from Utah. Other 
species have been removed after 
researchers found more of them than 
originally were thought to exist. 

Some, including Minnesota state 
wildlife officials, believe the wolf 
should be declassified in Minnesota, 
where the wolf population has grown 
from about 1,2(K) to between 1,550 and 
1 ,750 over the past decade or so. 

"Especially in your neck of the 
woods, wolves are rc-cslabHshing 
themselves /airly well," the Fish and 
Wildife Service's' Parham said. 

"The big question is. what do y:iu do 
in the Rocky Mountain area?

rose 25.89 points to close at 
.VW1.92. 

Advancing issues outnumbered 
declining ones by about 3 to 2 on the 
New York Stock Exchange. 

Volume on the floor of the Big 
Board came to 332.f)0 million shares 
,as of -1 p.m., up from 275.87 million 
in the previous session. 

The New York Slock Exchange 
comptisite index rose 0.9-1 at 262.90. 


the American Stock Exchange mar- 
ket value index rose 2.91 at 480.59, 
and the Nasdaq composite index 
rose 3.83 at 786.53. 

Slock prices started their advance 
at the opening bell and jumped on a 
bout of program buying shortly be- 
fore midday. The computers trig- 
gered purchases, again in the final 
hour of the session, sending blue 
chips to their highest level of the 
day in heavy trading. 

Dealers were ftKused on the bond 
market, where interest rales were 
inching lower. The government's 
bellwether 30-ycar bond rose $5.63 
per $1,000 in face value while its 
yield slipped to 6.^0 percent. In ad- 
dition. there was a favorable re- 


sponse to the second leg of the Trea- 
sury’s quarterly rifunding auction, 
which 'saw good appetite for the $12 
billion in 10-ycar notes sold.

— Ford Motor Co. posted 
profits for the fourth quarter and the full year in con- 
trast to Josses a year ago, the company reported 
Wednesday. 

Its profit of $2.5 billion for all of 1993 was its 
largest in four years. , 

Its automotive and financial operations contributed 
to the improvement. 

Ford earned $719 million, or S1.3Q a share, m the 
last three months of 1993 compared with a loss of 
$840 million, or $1.85 a share, in the same period in 
1992. 

The 1992 results were depressed by a $419 million 
restructuring charge for the automaker's European 
auto business. 

Revenue for the quarter rose 9.4 percent to $27.8 


billion from $25.4 billion a year ago. 

Analysts hud expected Ford to cam $565 rnillion, 
or $1.14 a share, in the fourth quarter. 

For the year. Ford’s earning amounted to S4.55 a 
share. In 1992. Ford lost $7.38 billion, or $15.61 a 
share, mostly, due to a one-time charge for future re- 
tiree health care costs. ^ „ i. 

The 1993 earnings were the best since 1989, when 
Ford earned $3.8 billion. 

Annual revenue was $108.52 billion, up 8.3 percent 
from $100.13 billion. 

Ford Chairman and Chief Executive Officer Alex 
Trotman credited employees with the strongest 
turnaround in Ford history.
